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KPFA  PROGRAM  PARTICIPANTS:      ALAN  W.  WATTS 

English-born  Alan  Watts  didn't  start  out  to  be  one  of  the  leading  authorities  on 
comparative  philosophy  or  a  scholar  in  Zen  Buddhism.  He  had  something  else  in 
mind  when  in  1927  at  the  age  of  12  he  first  read  Sax  Rohmer's  bloody  tales,  and 

dreamed  of  becoming  another  Fu  Manchu.  A 
poisoned  dagger  up  his  kimono  sleeve,  and  a 
magic  jewel  for  casting  spells  was  all  part  and 
parcel  of  his  life  plan. 

Somewhere  along  this  line  he  discovered 
Chinese  art,  and  from  there  moved  to  an  intense 
absorption  in  Oriental  religion.  His  first  writing 
in  the  field  (a  pamphlet)  was  published  when 
he  was  17;  his  first  full-length  book.  THE 
SPIRIT  OF  ZEN,  at  the  age  of  20.  It  is  still  in 
print.  He  joined  the  London  Buddhist  Society, 
and  at  21  wrote  THE  LEGACY  OF  ASIA  AND 
WESTERN  MAN.  From  1935  to  1938  he  was 
editor  of  "The  Middle  Way,"  a  journal  of  Orien- 
tal philosophy  and  religion,  and  was  active  in 
organizing  the  World  Congress  of  Faiths  held 
in  London  and  Oxford  in  1936-7. 

Coming   to  this  country   in   1938  he  tried 

out  his  ideas  on  lecture  audiences  in  New  York 

where  his  wit  and  eloquence  soon  won  him  a 

wide  following.  He  published  THE  MEANING 

OF  HAPPINESS  two  years  later  at  the  age  of  24.  A  later  edition  of  this  book  was 

issued  in  1953  "by  popular  request." 

Seeking  the  philosophia  perennis  in  the  Christian  Church  (and,  as  he  confessed 
later,  to  get  it  finally  out  of  his  system)  he  studied  at  Seabury-Western  Theological 
Seminary  in  Evanston,  Illinois,  and  was  ordained  a  priest  in  the  Episcopal  Church 
with  a  Master's  Degree  in  Theology.  During  this  period  of  theological  study  Watts 
was  always  trying  to  reconcile  east  and  west.  He  lectured  widely  on  this  synthesis, 
while  serving  as  chaplain  at  Northwestern  University.  THE  THEOLOGIC  MYSTICA 
OF  ST.  DIONYSIUS  (1946),  a  translation  from  the  Greek;  BEHOLD  THE  SPIRIT, 
and  EASTER— ITS  STORY  AND  MEANING  were  written  during  these  years.  Of 
BEHOLD  THE  SPIRIT,  Canon  Bernard  Iddings  Bell  wrote:  "It  will,  I  think,  prove 
to  be  one  of  the  half  dozen  most  significant  books  on  religion  published  in  the 
twentieth  century." 

Those  were  the  days  when  Watts'  insignia  of  round  collar  and  Van  Dyke  beard

were  a  familiar  sight  along  Chicago's  North  Shore.  With  his  aura  of  Oriental  art, 
medieval  music  and  ritual,  Tibetan  mysteries,  and  his  ability  to  read  and  write 
;Chinese,  he  was  also  something  of  an  exotic,  delighting,  as  ever,  in  living  the  rich 
full  life.  Friends  still  recall  his  striding  into  Don-the-Beachcomber's  bar  in  Chicago, 
dressed  in  full  Anglican  regalia,  with  his  wife  and  another  clerical  couple,  and  order- 
ing "two  Vicious  Virgins  and  two  Missionary's  Downfalls."  Or  the  time  when  in  the 
struggle  of  piety  with  mischief,  mischief  won,  and  with  a  fellow  conspirator  the 
cassocked  priest  drove  at  breakneck  speed  through  the  back  streets  of  the  west  side 
gaily  blowing  out  street  lamps  with  an  air-rifle. 

He  left  the  Church  in  1950  (though  retaining  many  close  friends  among  the 
clergy),  not  because  it  afforded  no  room  for  this  particular  brand  of  nonsense,  nor 
even  because  it  frowned  on  his  more  liberal  views  of  religion,  but  because  the  old 
fascination  with  eastern  philosophy,  "the  natural  way  of  the  Tao,"  was  more  suited 
to  his  temperament.  "It  wasn't,"  says  Watts  today,  "that  the  Church  didn't  practice 
what  it  preached,  but  that  it  preached." 

He  moved  west  in  1950  shortly  after  the  publication  of  THE  SUPREME  IDEN- 
TITY, a  comparative  study  of  Christianity,  Vedanta  and  Buddhism,  and  joined  the 
faculty  of  the  newly  founded  American  Academy  of  Asian  Studies  in  San  Francisco, 
becoming  Dean  in  1953.  In  1951  THE  WISDOM  OF  INSECURITY  was  published, 
a  remarkable  prevision,  in  a  metaphysical  sense,  of  the  difficulties  of  living  in  a  space 
age — in  a  "free-floating  universe."  Between  1951  and  1953  he  held  a  research  fellow- 
ship in  Oriental  philosophy  from  the  Bollingen  Foundation.  MYTH  AND  RITUAL 
IN  CHRISTIANITY  appeared  in  1954,  and  his  monumental  work  on  the  history  and 
practices  of  Zen,  THE  WAY  OF  ZEN,  in  1957.  His  new  book,  NATURE,  MAN  AND 
WOMAN,  will  be  out  this  autumn. 

Watts  resigned  from  the  Academy  last  year  to  devote  full  time  to  independent 
writing,  research  and  lecturing.  The  latter  has  led  him  far  from  California — to  Hawaii, 
New  York,  London,  Cambridge  (where  he  recently  spoke  at  the  request  of  four  depart- 
ments) and  Zurich,  where  he  was  guest  lecturer  at  the  C.  G.  Jung  Institute.  He  is 
currently  an  editorial  consultant  to  Pantheon  Books,  Inc. 

This  year  he  was  awarded  a  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  by  the  University  of 
Vermont.  In  view  of  his  defection  from  the  Church,  this  is  known  as  eating  your  cake 
and  having  it  too.  Watts  views  the  whole  thing  with  understandable  satisfaction  and 
a  twinkle  in  the  eye. 

For  a  Zen  sage  the  aim  (if  such  belongs  in  a  purposeless  philosophy)  is  to  be 
a  complete  human  being,  not  "self-improved"  to  a  point  of  fanaticism.  With  his  wife 
and  six  children,  a  menagerie  of  cats,  a  passion  for  sea  and  mountains,  and  a  lusty 
love  of  folk  songs  and  Cockney  stories,  Bach  and  burgundy,  Alan  Watts  can  be  said 
to  be  working  at  it.

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PROGRAM  NOTES:  A  few  time-and-day  changes  for  some  of  our  series  have  been 
made,  beginning  in  this  Folio.  Billy  Faier's  "Story  of  Folk  Music"  moves  from  Friday 
back  to  Wednesday,  at  5  o'clock.  Alan  Watts'  Saturday  morning  rebroadcasts  have 
been  moved  from  11:45  back  to  11:15.  Norman  Jacobson's  series  of  literary  criti- 
cisms, "The  Political  Animal"  will  now  be  heard  biweekly  on  Friday  nights  at  9:30, 
and  the  Robert  Schutz-Paul  Baran  monthly  series  "In  the  Last  Analysis"  will  also  be 
on  Fridays  at  9:30,  beginning  November  7,  with  a  rebroadcast  on  Sundays.  Bill 
Pryor's  "Jazz  Today,"  our  most  nomadic  program  of  recent  months,  will,  we  hope, 
stay  put  on  Wednesdays  at  9:30.  This  constant  game  of  musical  chairs  we  play  with 
the  Folio  is  not  just  an  idle  sport;  the  constantly-increasing  number  of  good  programs 
that  are  coming  to  us  from  this  area  and  from  all  over  the  country,  and  the  need  for 
preserving  some  balance  between  new  offerings  and  rebroadcasts-by-request,  necessi- 
tates a  certain  amount  of  shuffling.  More  than  ever,  it  is  necessary  to  check  and  care- 
fully mark  the  Folio  when  it  arrives,  to  avoid  missing  what  we  now  have  to  offer. 

"Report  on  Music,"  conducted  by  our  Music  Director,  moves  to  Thursday  nights, 
and  will  be  heard  weekly.  Mr.  Rich  will  include  on  this  program  comments  on  new 
recordings  as  well  as  reviews  of  recent  concerts,  as  importance  dictates.  Replacing 
"Classical  Record  Review,"  which  has  now  been  incorporated  into  the  above-men- 
tioned series,  will  be  a  new  biweekly  series  "The  Recorded  Repertory"  beginning 
'October  18,  offering  the  record  collector  a  commentary  on  the  current  status  of  the 
recorded  literature,  with  comparisons  of  the  most  significant  recordings  now  available 
of  specific  works.  As  a  spoken  counterpart  to  the  record  review,  we  offer  another  new 
series,  "Book  Sampler,"  in  which  Bill  Butler  evaluates  and  illustrates  some  of  the 
latest  important  works  of  literature.  We  have  asked  Mr.  Butler  whether  he  might 
then  read  the  ENTIRE  books  discussed  on  a  spoken  counterpart  to  "Recent  Releases," 
but  he  seems  strangely  reluctant  about  this. 

Thanks  to  the  Broadcasting  Foundation  of  America  we  have  two  more  musical 
series  from  abroad,  both  beginning  in  this  Folio.  The  first  is  from  the  Netherlands, 
offering  thirteen  half-hour  programs  of  contemporary  Dutch  music,  performed  by  the 
most  important  musicians  in  that  country;  this  begins  on  October  21  at  9:15.  The 
other  is  from  France,  a  series  of  thirteen  one-hour  concerts  by  that  country's  finest 
orchestra,  the  Orchestre  National  of  Radiodiffusion  Francaise,  under  various  con- 
ductors. These  programs  will  emphasize  contemporary  music,  with  many  large-scale 
and  unfamiliar  works  by  such  men  as  Darius  Milhaud,  Florent  Schmitt,  Artur  Honeg- 
ger,  Henri  Barraud,  and  Jean  Rivier  in  the  offing
